RESOLUTION 

1 Resolved, That therc is hcreby created a special com- 

2 mittee to be composed of five Members of the House of 

3 Eepresentatives to be appointed by the Speaker, one of 

4 whom he shall desígnate as chairaran. Any vacancy occur- 

5 ring in the membership of the committee shall be filled in 

6 the same manner in which the original appointment was 

7 made. 

8 The committee is authorized and directed to conduct a 

9 full and complete investigation and study of educational and 

10 philantbropic foundations and other comparable organiza- 

11 tions which are exempt from Eederal income taxation to 

12 determine if any foundations and organizations are using 

13 their resources for purposes other than the purposes for 
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1 wliicb tlicy werc cstablished, and cspccially to determine 

2 wliich such foundations and organizations are using tlieir 

3 resourccs for un-Anierican and subversivo activities; for 

4 political purposes; propaganda, or attempts to influcnce 

5 legislation. 

6 Tlic committec símil report to tbe Ilouse (or to tlie 

7 Olerk of tbe Ilouse if tbe Ilouse is not in session) on or 

8 before Januarv 3, 1955, tbe results of its investigation and 

9 study, together witli such reeommendations as it deems 

10 advisablc. 

11 For tbe parpóse of carrying out tbis rcsolution tbe 

12 committec, or any duly autborized subcoinmittcc thercof, is 

13 autborized to sit and act duriug tbe present Congress at 

14 such times and places and witliin tbe United States, its 

15 Territorios, and possessions, wbetber tbe Ilouse is in session, 

16 bas recesscd, or lias adjournod, to bold bearings, administer 
II oatlis, and to require, by subpena or otbcrwisc, tbe attend- 

18 anee and tcstimony of sueb vitnesses and tbe produetion of 

19 sueb books, records, correspondencc, memoranda, papers, 

20 and doeuments, as it deems neccssary. Subpenas may be 

21 issued under tbe signatura of tbe ehairman of tbe committec 

22 or anv member of tbe committec dcsignated by bim, and 

23 may be served by any person dcsignated by such ehairman 

24 or member. 

25 Upon tbe passage of this rcsolution, tbe Sergeant at 
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1 Arras of the Iíouse is authorized and directed to ascertain 

2 the location of all books, papcrs, files, correspondence, and 

3 documents assembled by the former select committee under 

4 H. Res. 561, Eighty-second Gongress, and ta.ke same into 

5 his custody, depositing such records with the Olerk under 

6 rule XXXVI. The Olerk of the House is hereby author- 

7 ized to loan such records and files to the special committee 

8 established by this resolution for the official use of the 

9 special committee during the . Eighty-third Congress or until 

10 January 3, 1955, whcn they wili be returned in accordance 

11 with said rule. 
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
